Plan could cost up to $2000

Our Canada includes Quebec. 

This is the message the Students’ 
Union wants tosend Quebecbefore 
the October 26 referendum. 

Vice-president external Terence 
Filewych made a proposal to take 
out ads in Quebec newspapers at 
the Students’ Council meeting 
Tuesday. The SU would pay for the 
ads. Filewych says the cost would 
be between $1000 and $2000. 

Filewych says interprovincial 
communication is a key to the cur- 
rent national unity debate. 

“We hope to dispel the myth of 
the West’s inherent dislike for 
Quebec.” 

The ads could run in major Que- 
bec dailies such as Le Devoir and Le 
Soleil if other student unions and 
associations want to share the cost 
and the message with the U of A. If 
the U of A goes ahead with the ads 
on their own, then the student 
newspapers at universities and 
cégeps in Quebec will be the target. 

Filewych says he will take the 
proposal to the student body before 
proceeding with any definite ad- 
vertising. He says he will visit 
classrooms to ask students for their 
positions, although he encourages 
all students to let him know what 
they think about the idea. 

“This is a controversial issue. It 
won’t happen unless I have a clear 
mandate from the studeats.” 

If Filewych finds a consensus on 
campus opposing theidea, hewon’t 
press it any further. 

“Asa student representative, I’m 
accountable to U of A students. In 
the spirit of democracy and ac- 
countability I’d drop it.” 

Councillors at Tuesday’s meet- 
ing had mixed emotions about the 


Second degree

Students and governmentcritics 
are condemning Advanced Edu- 
cation Minister John Gogo’s sug- 
gestion that students should bear 
the full cost of their second degree. 

Gogo was quoted in the Calgary 
Herald suggesting that public 
funding of a student’s post-sec- 
ondary career could be cut off after 
the first undergraduate degree. He 
alsosaid financial assistance would 
be increased if the change wa 
made. 

“The minister’s views are short- 
termand short-sighted,” said Steve 
Karp, president of the Graduate 
Students’ Association. “It just 


proposal. Some councillors ques- 
tioned whether the ad campaign is 
the best way tospend student funds. 

Science councillor Nico Sprunk 
thought the funds might be better 
spent somewhere else. 

“It’s money down a rat hole... I 
don’t think the money expenditure 
is really warranted. This kind of 
campaign won’t change people’s 
mind and might add to the cyni- 
cism.” 

Julia Gill, council representative 
from the Faculté Saint-Jean supports 
the idea because it encourages stu- 
dents from different provinces to 
communicate. 

“We need to tell the students, 
fromstudents, that wecare. lwould 
hope they wouldn’t be narrow- 
minded and think they are only a 
bunch of frogs.” 

Bill DeGroot, a grad student in 
Forestry says the idea is a sound 
one. 

“Every aspect of society needs to 
show support, and students are an 
important aspect.” 

The idea of campuses joining to- 
gether lends credibility to the mes- 


sage says Rob Hoed], an Arts stu- 


dent. 

“Tt would be better if other cam- 
puses in the West were included,” 
hesaid. “Itwould hold more weight 
and have a greater effect.” 

Filewych has considered other 
options for stimulating discussion 
between Alberta and Quebec, such 
as a live televised forum between 
students and a postcard penpal 
programme. He also suggested 
bringing speakers such as Joe Clark 
and Preston Manning to campus, 
although time is an issue with Oc- 
tober 26 fast approaching.

other degree in Education or Busi- 
ness or even Law.” 

Grant McAvoy, vice-president 
internal for the Education Students’ 
Association, called the suggestion 
unfair and unjust. 

“It’s like penalizing a person for 
staying in school. It’s getting to the 
point, ina lotof ways, that youneed 
two degrees to get a job.” 

Gogo appeared to be aiming his 
comments at “professional stu- 
dents.” “We get people who have 
been in the system forever,” he was 
quoted as saying. 

Filewych said professional stu- 
dents are not a real problem. 

“When they exit the University 


system, they pay it back in taxes.” 

Karp agreed: “I’ve been here four 
years. [don’t know anybody in their 
right mind who wants to stay here 
longer than they have to.” 

Gogo was not available for com- 
ment, but Kathy Konarzewski, di- 
rector of communications for Ad- 
vanced Education said the 
minister’s comments do not repre- 
sent official policy. 

“There is nothing in place. It’s 
just something he said.” 

New Democrat education critic 
Barry Pashak said Gogo’s sugges- 
tion would be like “condemning 
Alberta to an intellectual dark age.” 

“T think John Gogo continues to 


display his appalling ignorance 
about what advanced education is 
all about,” Pashak said. 

Liberal education critic Yolande 
Gagnon also said the suggestion 
“will take us back to the dark ages.” 

“His idea would restrict ad- 
vanced degrees to the elite. Only 
people who have the money could 
get into occupations which require 
two degrees,” she said. 

Gagnon said Albertans are will- 
ing to put their tax dollars towards 
second degrees for students. 

“I can’t believe Albertans are 
against some public funding in 
education.”

SU clashes with nat'l body 


Conflict over student loan repayment plan

The Canadian Federation of 
Students is opposed to the student 
loan repayment system favoured 
by the University of Alberta Stu- 
dent Union. 

With the Income Contingent 
Repayment Student Assistance 
Programme (CORSAP), favoured 
by the SU, the pace of repaymentis 
indexed to the borrowers’ federal 
income tax after graduation. Stu- 
dents involved in profitable work 
could repay loans at a faster rate 
than less-affluent students. 

SU president: Randy 
Boissonnault says the benefits of 
CORSAP would be numerous. He 
saysitwould enable more students 
to enjoy greater access to student 
loans, while offering students the 
chance to fully control their own 
financial situation. 

Vice-president external Terence 
Filewychsays CORSAP wouldalso 


help relieve the pressure to imme- 
diately find high-paying jobs to 
quickly pay off loan debts. 

“Graduates would probably be 
encouraged to study in fields of 
interest, and notjust those with the 
biggest paycheques.” 

The Canadian Federation of 
Students opposes the proposed 
CORSAP plan because it may en- 
courage institutions to raise tuition 
fees. 

“CORSAP isinsome ways, more 
flexible than the current system of 
loanrepayment, butitasks students 
to shoulder a bigger share of the 
financial burden,” says CFS chair 
Kelly Lamrock. 

Hesaysstudents whobegin their 
post-secondary education with 
little money wind up graduating 
under “crushing mountains of 
debt.” 

“An income contingent loan re- 
payment plan would make post- 


secondary education extremely 
expensive and help decentralize 
university education in Canada,” 
says Lamrock. 

The CFS offers a three-step alter- 
native including a national grants 
programme, the abolition of tuition 
fees, and a radical restructuring of 
Canada’s personal and corporate 
income tax to support national, 
public post-secondary education. 

Filewych and Boissonnault call 
the CFS’s alternatives “honourable, 
but a bit unrealistic.” 

The possibility of increased tu- 
ition fees under the CORSAP plan 
scares Zeel Patel, a third-year Arts 
student who took out a $5000 dol- 
lar loan. 

“T guess I prefer the present sys- 
tem of loan repayment. If CORSAP 
helps to increase tuition fees again, 
how can I feel I’ve benefitted? I’d 
be no better off than I was before.”

Housing at Faculté, Michener Park questioned

The future of the Faculté Saint- 
Jeanand Michener Park residences 
are under review, according to a 
report passed by the University of 
Alberta Board of Governors. 

The university and both the 
Students’ Union and the Associa- 
tion des Residents de la Faculté 
Saint-Jean are seeking federal and 
provincial funding for the resi- 
dence. 

The recommendations also state 
that if fundraising attempts for the 
Faculté Saint-Jean residence are 
unsuccessful, then closing that 
residence will be considered by 
1997-98 at the latest. 

David Bruch, director of housing 


and food services, says it is in 
everybody’s best interests if a resi- 
dence is maintained at the Faculté. 
However, the residence is over 80 
years old and has never been sig- 
nificantly renovated. 

“It’s like a person, we have an 
old body and something needs to 
be done with it,” said Bruch. 

Exactly what will be done has 
not been determined. 

Bruch says the residence has al- 
ways been popular with students 
and thatin the past, vacancies have 
never been a problem. In previous 
years students have tried to get the 
building declared a historic 
stucture, but those attempts have 
been unsuccessful. 


Francois Bouman sat on the Task 
Force that submitted the recom- 
mendations. He says the funda- 
mental priority is for first-year 
students from outside the 
Edmonton area to have a place to 
live on campus and that the 
adopted recommendationsshould 
help the housing situation. 

“The key is to provide as much 
housing as possible to as many 
students as possible.” 

For Michener Park, Bruch said 
selling or leasing the property is 
possible. He said the property 
could also just be maintained or 
upgraded. 

Michener Park has not been 
significantly renovated in its 25 
years as a residence.

The National Action Comittee 
on the Status of Women took one 
look at the package and turned it 
down flat. Every minority group 
from housewives to house pets 
stands to lose from the deal, they 
said. 

Here at home, Reform leader 
Preston Manning’s dissenting 
tremelo has left strategists for the 
provincial Tory government won- 
dering which side of the debate to 
alienate once the referendum cam- 
paign kicks off. 

But the shot heard ‘round the 
world in this battle was fired in 
Winnipeg Tuesday night in the 
wake of two crucial by-elections to

erals retained their seat in the 
Winnipeg-area_ riding of 
Crescentwood, offsetting the To- 
ries’ success in holding on to their 
seat in Portage-la-Prairie. The split 
result leaves provincial premier 
Gary Filmon with a one-seat ma- 
jority in the legislature—and the 
sortofjob security usually enjoyed 
by Italian prime ministers. 

Then again, Filmon still has ajob 
to fretover. NDP leader Gary Doer, 
who heads the opposition forces in 
Manitoba, made it very clear in the 
days leading up to the by-elections 
that his caucus would spearhead 
non-confidence proceedings 
against the Filmon government the 
moment it lost its majority in the 
House. The Manitoba premier 
could also sleep more easily if not 
for the efforts of Gary Neufeld, 
who held the energy portfolio in 
Filmon’s Cabinet before he told the 
province’s voters about Cabinet 
solidarity, told themjust where one 
could stuff it, and crossed the floor 
to sit as an independent. 

It’s easy to see why the big win- 
ner in Manitoba’s political fortunes 
sweepstakes was Liberal leader 
Sharon Carstairs. Consensus had it 
that this bitter opponent of the old 
Meech Lake deal was well on her 
way outafter personal misfortunes 


and a great loss of seats in 
Manitoba’s 1991 election. By tak- 
ing the reins of the province’s “No” 
forces, though, Carstairs has poised 
herself to retire in grand style— 
and give the Liberals a boost in the 
process—witha fightagainstanew 
accord which offers little to a prov- 
ince shaken by emigration and a 
stagnant economy. 

The situation in Manitoba after 
Tuesday’s vote leads to yet an- 
other headache that the federal 
Tories and their allies on the “Yes” 
side of the referendum debate can 
hardly afford. It looked at first like 
the national discussion of the 
Charlottetown Accord would bea 
replay of the 1942 Conscription 
referendum—trench warfare and 
a close vote in Quebec, and a 
strong affirmation of the deal else- 
where in Canada. At worst, sheer 
fatigue with five years of constitu- 
tional wrangling was supposed to 
ensure that English Canada held 
its nose and approved the pactbya 
decent margin. 

Gary Filmon’s worst nightmare 
now may be that if he holds his 
nose, makes a face, and supports 
the Charlottetown Accord in five 
weeks’ time, his expression—and 
his removal from office—will be 
eg

If these players, most of whom still 
play minor soccer, were subjected 
to an extensive and fair try-out, I 
am doubtful thatmany would have 
made it. It seems that in order to 
make the team you must know Mr. 
Vickery or have played for him 
before. This ‘who you know, not 
what you know’ arrangement goes 
against the spirit of athletics at the 
U of A.At the very least, any stu- 
dent who wants to try out for the 
team should be given a fair chance; 
a try-out consisting of more than 
one 40-minute scrimmage. 

In the mission statement for the 
University of Alberta, it is stated 
that “In the admission and evalua- 
tion of students... the university is 
committed to fairness without dis- 
crimination....” I submit, that at 
least for the Varsity soccer team, 
this ideal has been abandoned. The 
discrimination is not based on race 
or sex, but on whether or not you 
know andare liked by Len Vickery. 

For myself, and probably 40 or 
more others, trying out for the var- 
sity soccer team will be remem- 


eed with Saternces ac because 
we didn’t make the team, but be- 
cause we were never given the 
chance to try. I hope that the fac- 
ulty will look into this matter and

T he extremely macho Bra- 
zilian society is the last place on 
earth I expected to find a revolu- 
tionary model to address violence 
against women. Yet Brazil is ex- 
actly where women’s police sta- 
tions were born: police stations run 
exclusively by women devoted to 
defending the rights of physically 
and sexually abused women. 

Ivisited several of these women’s 
police stations across Brazil, ob- 
serving their work and interview- 
ing various people about their ser- 
vices and on thesituation of women 
in general, as a participant on an 
international de- 
velopment semi- 
nar in Brazil this 
summer, spon- 
sored by W.U.S.C.

This police force is especially 
threatening to women. Its predomi- 
nantly male, painfully sexist police 
officers refuse to take a woman 
seriously who testifies against a 
male assailant, and often they do 
not even consider physical and 
sexual abuse to be a crime at all

since, in their view, “boys will be 
boys.” The police force, and the 
society at large, tolerates men who 
beat, torture, rape, or even murder 
women when they use “defense of 
honour” as a justification. It is so- 
cially acceptable for men to com- 
mit these horrific acts against 
women whom the men claim have 
committed adultery against them- 
—yetmen who have several affairs 
at the same time are considered to 
be “real men,” and are not subject 
to the same brutal punishments as 
are women. 

I was overjoyed to learn that 
many Brazilian women were not 
content to passively sit back and 
accept a society in which violent 
abuses of their basic human rights 
went largely ignored by the police 
and judicial system, abuses which 
often took place within these insti- 
tutions themselves which purport 
to exist to protect the country’s 


during a time of civil re-organiza- 
tion, when the military dictator- 
ship that had terrorized the society 
for over two decades was suc- 
ceeded by anew “democratic” gov- 
ernment, one that was responsive 
to the people’s demands for the 
creation of a non-violent society. 

The result of this lobbying was 
extraordinary, and notjust because 
there was, in fact, a result: in 1985 
the first police station in Latin 
America runexclusively by women 
and devoted to protecting women’s 
rights was established in down- 
town Sao Paulo. 

This experimental project was 
so successful that women across 
the country demanded more and 
today over seventy such stations 
exist across Brazil. This model has 
even caught on in Peru, Uruguay, 
Argentina and Spain. 

What exactly are these women’s 
police stations? They are police sta- 
tions staffed exclusively by women. 
The basic underlying assumption

is that women can better under- 
stand and sympathize with other 
women. They can therefore pro- 
vide emotional support to women 
victims of physical and sexual vio- 
lence which is essential for them to 
validate their experience and to 
recover their shattered self-esteem 
and self-confidence. 
Thewomen’s police stations pro- 
vide legal and medical assistance 


ronmentis necessary if women vic- 
tims of physical and sexual assault 
are to overcome their misplaced 
guilt and shame, to identify their 
basic human rights, and then to 
defend those rights. 

The women who staff these po- 
lice stations as well as those who 
use their services told me in vari-

ous interviews that they believe 
that the emotional and legal sup- 
port provided by the women’s po- 
lice stations is essential in helping 
women identify and defend their 
basic human rights. And, in fact, 
the likelihood of crimes against 
women being reported has sky- 
rocketed since the establishment 
of the women’s police stations, a 
fact which reflects the effective- 
ness of replacing hostile traditional 
police stations with women’s po- 
lice stations. 

So what’s the local connection, 
you wonder? 

Most of us can agree that Brazil- 
ian society is very sexist. But con- 
troversy arises whenever it is sug- 
gested that our very own society is 
sexist. I happen to be one of those 
people who believe that right here 
in Canada women suffer tremen- 
dously from violence (and if you’re 
not comfortable with my opinion, 
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Levine 


“Communismand capitalism are 
just two ways of ordering indus- 
trial societies. The real (poles of 
politics) seemed to me to be fas- 
cismandanarchy.... Withanarchy, 
you have the complete acceptance 
of personal responsibility. With 
fascism, you have the complete 
abdication of personal 
responsibility on to some leader or 
higher force.”

I absolutely love this quote. It is 
the keystone of my belief system, 
the punchout clock of today’s para- 
digm-shiftwork. If you agree with 
the logic you must also reject the 
old description of the political spec- 
trum, i.e; right = free market, left = 
socialism. That’s a big lie, perhaps 
the biggest, propagated in our col- 
lective mind (“Crossfire” on CNN) 
and in the classroom and every- 
where. The gangsters (govern- 
ments) want you to believe that the 
only choice available is how to 
spread the cash around. “Commu- 
nism failed, so capitalism is all you 
got.” Lies. Money is not the only 
way power travels. What about 
political power? Not even allowed 
on the agenda. 

We are domesticated animals, 
asleep, givenonly enough freedom 
to manage our immediate situa- 
tion. Oh sure, we are allowed to

decide which patch of grass to 
munch on. But it is the shepherds 
who have assumed _ the 
responsibility for clearcutting our 
forests, dumping our nuclear 
waste, and going to war. Democ- 
racy? You can vote! So, which 
shepherd do you want? The one 
who voted for the Gulf War, or the 
one who voted for the Gulf War? 

The Magna Carta, the 
Enlightenment, the American 
Revolution, the Civil Rights Move- 
ment, these were all small but in- 
evitable steps people took towards 
greater freedom and greater re- 
sponsibility for themselves. The 
move from a monarchy to a repre- 
sentative democracy was actually 
a superficial attempt at anarchy! 
Why did Jefferson write “God for- 
bid weshould everbe twenty years 
withouta rebellion”? Why did Lin- 
coln write “Whenever (the people) 
shall grow weary of the existing 
government, they can exercise their 
constitutional right of amending 
it, or their revolutionary right to 
dismember or overthrow it”? Itwas 
because they knew that represen- 
tative democracy was an experi- 
ment, and if it should fail it would 
bebecause the people had notgone 
far enough in spreading the re- 
sponsibility / power around. 

The definitive fascists, the Na- 
zis, are the most obvious example 
of people abdicating their personal 
responsibility onto the state in the 
hopes that order would prevail 
over their economic woes. Com- 
pare that situation with our cur- 


rent election of the “leader of the 
free world”. The only real differ- 
ence was that Hitler didn’t have 
access to TV. If he had, you can be 
sure he could have replaced his 
brownshirts with advertising 
agents, selling “leibensraum” like 
“a thousand points of light”. 

But it’s not just the republicans 
who fall into the fascist category. If 
you accept Moore’s definition, all 
political parties who subscribe toa 
representative democracy, tosome 
degree, are fascist. You PCs, Liber- 
als, Reforms, NDPs and Commu- 
nists are really just branches of the 
shepard party. You NDPeople may 
be pissed off at being included in 
the fascist category, but consider 
that even under the best of 
shepherds, the people are still 
sheep. What's your excuse for not 
having direct democracy? Is the 
flock too stupid/busy? Sounds to 
me like the same lame excuses one 
might have heard in 1775. Progress 
will not be made by putting a good 
guy on the throne. Progress will 
only be made when we get rid of 
the throne. 

You may be sick and tired of 
longhairs like me harping politics 
at you every week when all you 
really wanted to do was read some 
funny comics. Tough shit. Us stu- 
dents are the closest thing to an 
“intellectual community” this town 
has.Our responsibility, as Noam 
Chomsky puts it, is to “tell the 
truth and expose lies”. 

“By any means necessary,” 
Malcolm X might add.

feel free to look into the extensive 
literature on thesituationofwomen 
in Canada, suchas the review done 
by the National Action Committee 
on the Status of Women in 1992. 
And prepare yourself to be 
shocked). 

Since women in our society suf- 
fer tremendously from violence at 
the hands of men, the implications 
of the Brazilian model for us are 
critical. We do not have a coordi- 
nated approach toaddress violence 
against women. We do not have a 
space witha safe, supportive envi- 
ronment where women can go in 


order to talk with other women to 
validate their experiences, and 
where they can also receive medi- 
cal and legal aid all under one roof. 

In Canada, however, wedo have 
infrastructural support, a legal sys- 
tem, and a social consciousness 
which, though by no means ideal, 
are moresupportive of women than 
those which exist in Brazil. 
Women’s police stations would be 
a success in Canada, since they 
would be implemented within a 
socio-political framework whichis 
less hostile to women than that in 
Brazil. 


I believe that the professional, 
integrated service of women’s po- 
lice stations in Brazil provides an 
excellent model from which to ad- 
dress our own serious and perva- 
sive problem of violence against 
women. But because this type of 
assistance can only be offered to 
women after the fact, it alone is not 
a solution to misogynist crime. In- 
stead, it must be part of a program 
of prevention that includes edu- 
cating the public on the issue of 
violence against women and in- 
sisting that it is not acceptable to 
brutalize and subordinate women.

A thriller, science fiction and film 
noir, Ridley Scott’s Blade Runner 
has left audiences spellbound since its origi- 
nal release in 1982. Ten years later, the filmis 
being re-released in a new “director’s cut” 
with unseen footage and a revised ending. 
In the early 1980s, a new genre of film 
emerged out of the futuristic writings of 
such authors as William Gibson and Greg 
Bear: it was called “Cyberpunk.” The basic 
idea behind the Cyberpunk philosophy is 
that technology is invading and corrupting 
ourhuman lifestyles. Cyberpunks ask, "What 
will it mean to be human in the future when 
technology is constantly taking on more 
human forms?" Blade Runner was the first 
Cyberpunk film and, along with Terminator

2, still stands as the genre’s finest example. 
Based on the novel Do Androids Dream of 
Electric Sheep? by Philip K. Dick, Blade 
Runner takes place ina not-so-distant future. 
Technology has advanced to the point where 
high-tech test tube babies, called “replicants”, 
are manufactured to serve human masters. 
When a few replicants turn violent after 
discovering their need for childhood 


memories and emotions can never be ful- 
filled, a fail-safe device is built into future 
models: a four-year lifespan. Outlawed on 
Earth, any replicants on the planet must be 
detected and hunted down by special police 
squads, known as “Blade Runner” units. 
Whena band of renegade replicants lands in 
Los Angeles, ex-Blade Runner Rick Deckard 
(Harrison Ford) is coerced out of retirernent 
to track them down. Deckard beginsa deadly 
game of cat and mouse with the replicant 
gang, eventually finding them all and ulti- 
mately understanding their anguish: de- 
signed to be as human as possible, this is 
ironically what necessitates their killing. 

Why they tampered with Ridley Scott's 
original version in the first place is still 
somewhatambiguous, but apparently Philip 
K. Dick disapproved of itso they held itback 
and edited it into the version that you saw in 
the theatres and you're now familiar with. 
Unfortunately, Dick died before he saw it. 
Some say he still would have been disap- 
pointed with Scott's film, even with the 
changes. 


..the new version will no doubt be 
the definitive one, the version 
Ridiey Scott intended us to see. 


The new version of Blade Runner is 
somewhat shrouded in mystery. Famous 
Players in Edmonton decided not to have a 
press screening of the film, which opens on 
Friday, so it is impossible to say for certain 
what is different about it. Apparently, 
Deckard’s voice-over narration is gone and 
additional scenes have been added through- 
out; what and where the scenes are is 
anybody’s guess. However, the new version 
will no doubt be the definitive one, the ver- 
sion Ridley Scott intended us to see.

The Clash Tribute 
Various Artists 
Released Emotions Records 


After “Should IStay Or Should IGo” went 
to #1 in Britain last year — nine years after it 
was released — I thought I had heard it all 
from my favorite band, The Clash. But no: 
The Clash have just joined the ranks of Cole 
Porter, Leonard Cohen, and even Elton John 
inthe ambiguous honor ofhaving their songs 
performed ona “tribute” album. Well, imi- 
tation is the highest form of flattery, or so 
they say. 


The bands are all underground British 
acts, and the sounds range from a Stone 
Rose-y version of “London’s Burning” by 
Pop Am Good, to raucous Calypso by The 
Indestructible Beat doing “Capital Radio 
One,” and some god-awful hip-hop rendi- 
tions of “Spanish Bombs” and “Charlie Don’t 
Surf.” Surprisingly, there’s only one real 
“Punk Rock” number here, as thrash rockers 
Mass do a speeded up version of “London 
Calling.” There’salsoa stab at turning “Guns 
Of Brixton” into a Rap number by the 
Blaggers ITA, but the result is way ama- 
teurish. Some of the bright lights on the 
album include a rocked-up version of 
“Straight To Hell” by Red Letter Day, and a 
traditional rendition of “English Civil War” 
by The Price. 

This album could have been more inter- 
esting (maybe Jesus Jones doing “London 
Calling” or Billy Bragg belting out “Should 
I Stay Or Should I Go”), but it could have 
been worse. Thankfully, The Clash weren’t 
suave enough to merit a big league tribute 
by a bunch of Topforty clowns (can you 
imagine George Michael singing 
“Bankrobber”?). So does this album mean 
The Clash have become another Rock music 
anachronism? Maybe next year the 
Barenaked Ladies will do a song called “Be 
My Mick Jones.”

The talented native of the North- 
west Territories soon found his ticket into 
the spotlight: the Chapman Stick, a ten- 
stringed instrumentresembling a giant guitar 
fingerboard. It is played by tapping the 
strings, half of which providea bass line and 
the other half the melody. This marvel of 
technology produces some unbelievable 
sounds when played well (Spirit of the West 
have a sampling on their new release). 

As demonstrated on this self-titled debut, 
PatBradencan play theStick very wellindeed 
(no sexual innuendo intended). The 
instrument’s versatility allowed him to hole

up in Yellowknife’s Spiritwalker’s Studios 
and create this recording without any other 
musicians and even though Braden em- 
ployed synthesizers and drum machines, 
the Stick’s sound prevents degeneration into 
soulless Muzak. His talent finds ultimate 
expression in “The Journey”, which sounds 
like ethereal jazz played at a native sweat 
lodge. All the other tracks feature Pat’s vo- 
cals (reminiscent of Peter Gabriel) which 
occasionally stretch too far and sound 
strained. 

Notably, the vocals mar “Shake Up the 
Status Quo,” one of the six tracks featuring 
informed social commentary; as a member 
of Canada’s first peoples, Pat Braden elo- 
quently expresses himself on issues ranging 
from the Oka crisis to pulp mill river pollu- 
tion. The message comes over a compelling 
mix of jazz, pop and reggae that would 
appeal to even your average suburban “easy 
listening” station. A sound so professional 
that it’s hard to believe it came from a tiny 
studio in N.W.T. 

This recording is a testament to Pat 
Braden’s talent as a musician, songwriter 
and producer. To witness his mastery of the 
Chapman Stick first-hand, check him out at 
the Dreamspeakers Festival in Churchill 
Square next week. All bass players are more 
than welcome.

Kittelson ate up 189 yards at the 
expense of the Golden Bears defence 
September 12 in Calgary, but the 
Bears hope to take a bite out of Brad 
Yamaoka Friday, September 18, at 
Clarke Stadium.

Yamaoka, ajunior running-back, 
leads the 2-0 UBC Thunderbirds to 
Clarke Stadium for a September 18 
clash with the Golden Bears.

“I’m sure UBC is going to want to

“Texpect they will come out and try 
to establish the run first, then the 
passing attack.” 

In addition to the straight-ahead 
running of Yamaoka, _ the 
Thunderbirds are not afraid to put 
the ball in the air with newcomer 
Adrian Rainbow starting at quar- 
terback. Rainbow, whoattended the 
Golden Bears 1991 Spring Camp, is 
starting ahead of senior quarterback 
Vince Danielson. Danielson had a 
falling-out with UBC coach Frank 
Smith. 

“We're looking forward to re- 
deeming ourselves from the game 
in Calgary, so I think the mood on 
the team is good and we’re just 
looking to do well against UBC,” 
said fourth-year defensive half-back 
Stephen Day. 


Day’s partner on defence, defen- 
sive-back John Falconer, was the 
spoiler during the last Alberta-UBC 
game as he ran a fumble 48 yards 
for a touchdown. The Bears pulled 
off a 21-14 win to spoil UBC’s num- 
ber-one national ranking. 

It appears the role of spoiler is 
common for the Bears at this time of 
year, and a victory against UBC 
hinges on the Bears ability to slow 
the progress of one of the league’s 
most lethal backs, while countering 
with some poison of their own.

After nine seasons of digesting all the Canada West Universities 
Athletic Association’s statistics, Steve Knowles was appointed 
commissioner of the eight-team league on Tuesday. 

Knowles, 36, will continue to act as league Director of Informa- 
tion. The commissioner position became available after the resigna- 
tion of Bob Mullock during the summer. 

“We have to change the perception of the university hockey,” 
said Knowles, who is also the Edmonton Oilers Co-ordinator of 
Publications and Statistics.
